A few months ago a 


newspaper man visited 
one of the whole mle mar- 
kets of Swift fit Company. 
He wanted to see a re- 
tailer buy a aho! t loin of 
beef and then watch the 
retailer acll tht porter- 
house and sirloin otcaka 
from it over hm counter. 
He thought this would 
make a good storv. 


The head of th<« market 


took the 
reporter into 


the "cooler" where ho 
showed him a hi ;h class 
aide of beef. With 
a 


wooden skewer he marked 
off tho short loin and 


' said, "That is only 8 per 


cent of the weight of tho 
whole side and it ii selling 
for four times an much

marked off the ' chuck,' 
which IB about one-fourth 
of the aide of beef " 


The wide variation in the wholesale price of various 


cuts from the same side of beef is caused largely by 
demand for the co-called choicer cuts. The others are, of 
course, just as wholesome. 


It seems as though more people than ev-r aro 


demanding choicer cuts, and their demand sets tbe price 
If few -people ask for the forequorter cuts, the ]>nce of 
forequarters will nutomancally drop to a figure low 
enough to induce people to buy because of cheapi esa. 


Even though certain cuts sell for relatively high 


pnc*s, other cuts, dua to lack of demand, sell so lew that 
our profit from all sources over a period of five yearo 
averaged only a fraction of a cent a pound.
